Now know ye that We do order and 
proclaim that on, from, and after the date 
hereof, the following be added to the ob- 
jects, powers, obligations, duties, limita- 
tions, and conditions of the Central Fraser 
Valley Regional District, and supplemen- 
tary Letters Patent of the regional district 
be issued accordingly :— 


“ Division V.—Trunk Sewers and 
Sewage Disposal 


“1. For the purpose of this Division, 
the member municipalities shall be The 
Corporation of the Village of Abbotsford, 
The Corporation of the District of Mats- 
qui, and The Corporation of the District 
of Sumas. 

“2. The Regional District of Central 
Fraser Valley is hereby empowered to de- 
Sign, construct, reconstruct, acquire, pur- 
chase, maintain, improve, operate, and 
administer trunk sewers and sewage-dis- 
posal facilities for that part of the re- 
gional district contained within The Cor- 
poration of the Village of Abbotsford, 
The Corporation of the District of Mats- 
qui, and The Corporation of the District 
of Sumas in substantial accordance with 
the urban sewer study dated December, 
1968, prepared by Kerr, Priestman, Kee- 
nan & Associates (a copy of which is on 
file in the office of the Inspector of Mu- 
nicipalities) and (or) such alternatives 
as are adopted by the Regional Board, 
and for the purposes of this Division the 
benefiting areas of The Corporation of 
the District of Matsqui and The Corpora- 
tion of the District of Sumas shall be de- 
fined by metes and bounds description by 
by-law of the regional district and to- 
gether with the area contained within 
The Corporation of the Village of Abbots- 
ford shall be hereinafter referred to as 
the MSA urban sewer area. 

“3. The Regional Board may, by by- 
law, fix rates and charges for the use of 
its trunk services and sewage-disposal 
facilities by the said member municipali- 
ties. 

“4, The Regional Board may, by by- 
law, establish a Sewer Commission, with 
membership as follows: — 

“(a) A Chairman, who shall be a Di- 
rector of the Regional Board 
from other than a participating 
member municipality: 

Two members of the Council of 
The Corporation of the Village 
of Abbotsford: 

Two members of the Council of 
The Corporation of the District 
of Matsqui: 

Two members of the Council of 
The Corporation of the District 
of Sumas; 

and in such by-law may delegate to the 
Commission any or all of the administra 
tive powers of the Regional Board with 
respect to this Division. 

“5. The Regional Board may enter 
into an agreement with a member munic- 
ipality, on such terms as are mutually 
agreed upon, whereby such member mu-

nicipality will undertake on behalf of the 
regional district the designing, construc- 
tion, operation, and (or) maintenance of 
any of the facilities of the regional dis- 
trict within that municipality and (or) 
within the said MSA urban sewer area. 


“6. The annual cost pursuant to this 
Division, including any annual debt 
charges which are not otherwise provided 
for under paragraph 3, shall be appor- 
tioned between The Corporation of the 
Village of Abbotsford, The Corporation 
of the District of Matsqui, and The Cor- 
poration of the District of Sumas on the 
basis of assessment as fixed for general 
municipal purposes in the current year, 
provided, however, that apportionment 
shall be on the basis of such assessment 
contained only within the said MSA 
urban sewer area. 

“7. The debt incurred by the regional 
district for the purpose of this Divi- 
sion shall not exceed in the aggregate 
$3,000,000. 


“ Division VI.— Civil Defence 


1. All member municipalities partici- 
pate and share in the costs of the regional 
district pursuant to this Division. 


“2. The Regional Board may exercise 
the powers contained in the Civil Defence 
Act. 

“3. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be apportioned among 
the member municipalities referred to 
above on the basis of population in each 
member municipality. 


“4. No debt other than temporary 
current borrowing shall be incurred by the 
regional district for the purpose of this 
function. 


“5. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1971 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the 
current lawful expenditures of the re- 
gional district for the purpose of this 
function shall be as determined by the 
Inspector of Municipalities. 


“6. For the purpose of this function, 
the Central Fraser Valley Regional Dis- 
trict shall be deemed to be a municipality 
under section 2 of the Civil Defence Act. 

And that the supplementary Letters 
Patent of the Central Fraser Valley Re- 
gional District, dated the 18th day of 
February, 1969, be amnded by adding the 
words “administer, operate, and main- 
tain” after the word “construct” in the

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned.
